0 'ir c\doiis Accordingly ti ivernmeni hflve Prided to Jtn- 
plcmcnt a scheme to facilitate the setting up ol 100 per Lent 
export oriented units. It has been decided to eivc such units

2 A 100 per cent export oriented unit woui I imply an 
industrial unit offering for exports it> entire production ex¬ 
cluding permitted levels of rejects. Ap agreed time-phasing 
foi achieving 100 pci cent export will be permissible on ineiits 
of each case. Such an unit would belong to an industry in 
respccL of which the export potential and export taigets have 
been considered by the lplevant Export Piomotion Council. 
The product concerned should not be subject to export con- 
j-o, ii, i ng 'ill n -m ■ reu he i bv ex sling units 

in the industry. The intention is that capacity should be 
created which should result in additionality of exports and 
not meie substitution. 

3. Minimum value added content of 20 pci cent oi more 
will be necessary foi production of such a unit.

4. While approving such a unit the additional employment 
which would be generated by the proposed unit would also 
he taken into consideration.
